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DAYLIGHT SAVING. 


Coincident with the advent of spring, and its promise of out- 
ioors, comes the agitation for advancing the clocks one hour, in 
order to permit the utilization of more daylight, at a time in the 
day* when it Ls of the most use to city dwellers. 
Some Ohio 
cities are already on the advanced time, others are about to take 
the step, and with this in mind comes the natural question, what 


wiH Xenia do this year? 
All arguments to support the contention that daylight saving 
Ls desirable, are superfluous. The physical, men ta1 and economic 
benefits derived from this step were amply proved during the war, 
when the government took the matter in hand as a national neces­ 
sity’. 
"Hien it was demonstrated that tacking an extra hour of 
daylight at the end of the day, when the inside worker could get 
the benefit of the outdoors, and the country as a whole could 
jtilize natural light instead of artificial, was a step in the right 
lirection. 
So far as Xenia fc? concerned, there appears to be no reason 
why the city should not adopt daylight saving, especially since 
many of the surrounding communities are, or will be. on that 
:>asis. That the majority of the people want it was decided last 
spring when a straw vote conducted by this paper, revealed the 
fact that the measure was greatly in favor here. 
At that time 
h e matter never came to a vote of the city commission. 
It is 
loped that it will this year. 
/ 
We say, unqualifiedly, and stand ready to prove our asser- 
;ion, that the passage of daylight saving in Xenia would prove 
lo be a popular move on the part of the commission. 
So I ar as 
.he agricultural interests are concerned, one prosperous farmer of 
Greene County stated recently, that he got along just as well lim­ 
ier daylight saving as he did without it. 
In fact, so far as the 
dairy interests are concerned, he pointed out. that the difference 
in time of Dayton proved a serious handicap to him, and resulted 
in taking his milk to other markets. 
This matter is not the idle wish of a few Xenia people. 
It 
is a serious question that deserves serious thought. 
There can 
Oe no lasting gain unless both parties to an agreement are bene­ 
fited. No one class ought to be favored at the expense of another, 
and in view of this fact the subject of daylight saving deserves 
the same interest and attention by Xenia’s governing body, as 
does any other worthy need. 
Let’s have a careful consideration of this subject and pass 
an ordinance for daylight saving in Xenia.

He was received then with acclaim, as 
representative of a country which was historically America’s be^t 
friend and which had won greater admiration than ever for its 
courageous stand against the mightiest military power in the 
world. 
Through the co-operation which he asked for and ob­ 
tained then, the war was won. 
It is significant that the welcome accorded to Viviani now is 
ne less warm than it was when the two nations faced the war*I 
together. Ile comes now to obtain a new understanding, by which 
the powers which defeated Germany shall make their victory se­ 
cure. Governmental eo-opc ration is to be expected, not in the full 
measure that was necessary during the war crisis, but in such 
measure as the present crisis demands and as America can afford. 
There must be co-operation with the allies to make sure the 
peace won rn 1917. There must 
co-oporation with the allies to 
liquidate the war and reconstruct business and create bette r in­ 
ternational understanding and discourage, if not prevent future 
wars. 
This is a subject on which the American public is rapidly g et­ 
ting its bearings. There is a desire, as everybody knows, to avoid 
dangerous entanglements with old world affairs. There is also a 
recognition of the fact that ail the modern world hangs together, 
linked by a thousand chains, and that not even business progress 
is possible until the war mess is cleaned up and the German set­ 
tlement is assured and the nations have found some mutually 
satisfactory way of working together peaceably. 
Out of Mr. Viviani'.- visit, and subsequent visits from states­ 
men of the other allied powers, may come a new world arrange­ 
ment, in which the United States will play a fitting part. 
The 
allies seem ready to take this country almost or. its own terms, 
for they find that they cannot get along without us. Neither can j 
we, with all our power, get along without them. 
Tho new ad­

This decision will be forwarded to the Ottawa Government 
with a suggestion from London Colonial Office that Canada care­ 
fully p rep are its evidence rel in binary to laying the matter before 
the German Government through the Colonial Office, 
But if extradition proceedings are successful, it does not 
follow that the States will get Bergdoll soon, 
As pointed out in 
’hese dispatches recently, England and the Dominions are jealous 
of the rights a British passport carries, and doubtless the Ottawa 
Government will prosecute the case to the limit if Rerjrdoll is 
turned over to it.
